Sojifey.iiMfiitod to its fullett capacity 
by a large number of the representative 
families of Decatnr, who had tawnibled 
to hear Dr. J. M. Gregory, late Regent of 
the Illinois Industrial University, deliver 
hit promised discourse on "What I have 
thought of Jesus, Gautama and Con- 
fucius." The doctor is quite a distin- 
guished looking personage, of medium 
bight, gray haired and smooth-faced, and 
has * pleasant, conversational delivery. 
Hit "talk," a* he termed it, consumed 
about one hour and ten minutes, and was 
one of the most interesting, polished and 
scholarly eitempoianeous addresses we 
have heard in Decatur for many'a day. 
He gave a brief outline of the teachings 
of Gautama, "the dreamer" and founder 
of Buddhism, who lived 600 years before' 
the birth of Tesns Christ. In brief, Gau- 
tama began his career in Hindustan, giv- 
ing up his princely home, and to alleviate 
the misery and sufferings of his fellow 
beings, taught the most radical self-de- 
nials and a belief in the theory of trans- 
migration of sonls in order to become 
pure and good—fit to enter Nirvana, the 
Buddhists heaven. Next the doctor spoke 
of Confucius, the celebratsd Chinese 
sage, who lived and commenced his work 
of reformation at the age of 23 years, 538 
yean before the birth 'of Christ. The 
doctor gave a history of Confucius, and 
the results of his work, and characterized 
him as a rationalist, who atempted to 
banish the wickedness and the sufferings 
prevailing among the Chinese by a system 
of social and political life based upon a 
slight foundation. Both Gautama and 
Confucius were men of large heartedness 
and were eminent philosophers in their 
day, and while they accomplished much 
good and have many followers to-day, 
they failed to teach that which is found 
in the Protestant faith, which has civilized 
and bettered the world whenever it has 
been presented, and which was first 
taught in Palestine by Jesus Christ, not 
the reformer of Asia or China, but the 
Saviour of the world. The doctor's out- 
line of the life and works of Christ, and 
the grand result* of his teachings, was 
grandly beautiful and impressive, full ol 
power and touching eloquence.
